Act No. XXXVI. 01 1839. 


An Act for regulating inquiries into the truth of mat- 
ters implicating the pubhe conduct of Officers not remo- 
vable without the sarctien of Grovernment within the 
Presidency of Fort Wiiham in Bengal. 


1. Whereas it is expedient to consolidate the enact- 
ments contamned in the Regulations concerning inquiries 
into the truth of matters unplicating the public conduct of 
European Officers, and to amend the same in various 
particulars, and to extend the same to all Officers not 
removable without the sanction of Government: 


It is hereby enacted, that such parts of Sec. 10, Reg. 
V of 1793, and of Sec. -10, Reg. IV of 1803 as relate 
to charges of Corruption , 

Sec. 8, Reg. VI of 1793; 

see 8, Ree Voot Tens, 

Clauses ‘t, f0, and 1, and guch other parts of See. 9, 
Reg. X11] of 1793 as relate to Covenanted Servants of 
the Company ; 

Clauses 9, 10. and 1], and such other parts of Sec. 12, 
Rey. AI] of 1803 as relate to Covenanted Servants of 
the Company ; 

Sec. dand all the following Sees. ef Reg. VITI of 1806; 

Reg. X of TROG, excepting 60 much of See. 10 of that 
Regulation as relates to Security required from persons 
preferring charges aguinst Hindoo or Mahomedan Law 
Officers, or Native Munisterial Officers of Courts;

Regulation VIJI of 1817; 

And Secs. 5 and 6 of Reg. VIII of 1825; of the 
Bungal Code ; 

Together with so muchof any Regulations as extends 
any of the above Regulations or parts of Regulations to 
any places within the Presidency of Fort William in 
Bengal, be repealed. 

1]. And it is hereby enacted, that in the Territories 
aibject to the Presidency of Fort) Wilham in Beugal, 
whenever either of the Courts of Sudder Dewanuy 
and Nizamut Adawlut, either of the Sudder Boards of 
Revenue, or the Board of Customs, Salt and Opium, shall 
be of opimion that substantial grounds exist fur making 
a regulac und formal inquiry into the truth ef any impu- 
taven of Official nuscanduct affecting any Officer subject 
to then controul respectively, and not removable without 
the sancuion of Government, they shall submit the docu-

And itis hereby enacted, that any charge or 
information, of the description afuresaid, may be preferred 
direct to either of the Courts of Sudder ewan and 
Nizamut Adawlut, either of the Sudder Boards of Reve- 
nue, or the Boord of Customs, Salt and Opium, respec- 
tively, who shall exumine the complainant or infurmant 
circumstantially upon oath, or upon solemn affirmation 
if he be entitled to be exempted from taking an oath, and 
require the party accused to explain or reply to any mat- 
ters they may deem to need éxplanation and make such 
further inquiries upon oath or affirmation upon the sub- 
ject as they muy judge proper. 

And it is hereby enacted, that any charge or 
information may also be made before any Judge, Ma- 
gistrate, Commissioner of Revenue, or Collector, for any 
acts of the description beforementioned committed 
within their jurisdiction, respectively, who shall examine 
the complainant or informant circumstantially upon oath, 
or upon solemn affirmation if he be entitled to be exempt.

And it is hereby oust that it shall be lawful 
for the Courts of Sudder 


ewanny and Nizamut Adawilut, 


and for the said Boards, reapectively, to dismiss any such 
charge or information, where tbey do not see any sub. 
stantial reason for entering further into the inquity. Pro. 
vided, that ou every occasion whew they shall dismiss an 
such charge or information, they- shall submit the same 
together with all the circumstances of the case, in hke 
manner as is provided in Section II of this Act. 

VIL. And it is po eoy provacs that the said Courts 
of Sudder Dewanny and Nizamut Adawlut, and the suid 
Boards, respectively, may, at any stage of the inquiry into 
such matters as aforesaid, require the person preferring 
such charge or information us afuresaid to furnish such 
security as may be deetned reasonable that he will attend 
and prosecute the cburge to a conclusion, and in the event 
of security being so required all proceetlings shall be stayed 
until the same shall be furnished accordingly. 

VIII. And it is bereby provided, nevertheless, that 
if any matter of the nature aforesaid affecting such (' ficer 
as is ineutioned in the second Section of this Act shall 
appear in the course of any proceedings, whether prelimi. 
nary or otherwise, which shall come before or be repor- 
ted to either of the Courts of Sudder Dewanny and 
Nizamut Adawlut, or any of the said Boards, respectively, 
those authorities shall act upon such matter, or institute 
stich inquiry upon oath or affirmation as aforesaid into the 
same as they shall deetn proper for the purpose of such 
reference as aforesaid to the Governor of Bengal, or to 
the Lieutenant-Governor of North Western Provinces, 
or to the Authority exercising the powers of Govern- 
ment in those Provinces as aforesaid, although no charge 
or information be preferred as aforesaid; and in euch cases 
it shall not be necessary, before acting upon or institut.

exhibited: by either party, and may appear to he 
necessaty for the ascertainment of facts, or the die- 
covery ofthe truth or falsehood of the charges, or of 
any tare thereof... 

V.. And it is hereby enacted, that for the discharge 
of the duties specified in the preeee Section, or any 
other functions which may be delegated to a Commission

attendance of witnesses, or other compulsory process, 
shall be served through the Zab or City Judge in 
whose jurisdiction the Commission may be held, and 
executed bythe Zillah or City Judge in whose jurisdic. 
tion the witness or othe: person upon whem the process

XV. And itis hereby enacted, that on the close of the 
evidence for the prosecution and defenre, the accused 
shall be at liberty to record any observations upon the 
result of the inquiry which be may think ueccasary for the 
vindication of his conduct and character. The accuser, 
or the person appointed to conduct the prosecution on 
the part of Government, shall alsu be at liberty to re-

Whereas a Regulation was made and 
passed by the Court of Directors of 
the Last India Company and transmitted to India 
by a despatch dated the 28th day of July 1887, 
and = promulgated by the Supreme Government 
on the 29th day of December 1837, for rescinding 
and re-enacting with modifications certain pro- 
visions contained in a Regulation made and 
passed by the said Court of Directors on the 12th of 
Angusf 1829, for regulating the Trade of Foreign 
Nations with the Ports and Settlements of the British 
Nation in the Hast Indies, and whereas doubts have 
arisen as to the true intent and meaning of certain 
parts of such Regulation and it 1» expedient that such 
doubts should) be removed, uie Court of Direetors 
of the said Company, by virtue of the powers pranted 
to them by the Act passed ft the 37th year af the 
rein of his late Majesty King George the third, en+ 
titled an Act for re ulating the Trade ‘to be carried 
‘lon with the British Possessions in India by the 
‘* Ships of Nations in amity with His Majesty,” 
have reseinded the whole of the said Regulation and 
in hen thereof have framed the following Regulation 

Foreign Ships belonging to any State or Country in 
Tmope or in America so long as such States or Coun- 
tries respectively remain im aunty with Ifer Majesty 
may freely enter the British Sca Ports and Har- 
bors in the East Indies, whether they come ditectly 
from thein own Country or fiom any other place, and 
shall be there hospitibly rece +ved and shall have liberty 
to trade there in Imports and Daports conformably 
tothe Regulations established or to be estublished in 
auch Sea Ports, provided that 1 sball not be lawful 
for the suid Ships to receive Goods on board at 
one British Port of India to be conveyed to anyther 
British Port of India on Freight or otherwise, but 
nevertheless the original inward Cargoes of such Ships 
may bedischarged at different British Ports, and the out- 
wad Cargoes of such Ships may be laden at different 
British Ports for their Foreign destinations And 
provided further, that it shall uot be lawful for the said 
Ships in time of Wat between the British Government 
and any Stitec or Power whatsoever, to export from 
the said British Territories without the special per- 
mission of the British Government any Miltary or 
Naval Stores, Saltpetre or Grain.

Whereas a Regul ition was made and 
passed by the Court of Directors of 
the East India Company and transmitted to India 
by a despatch dated the zath day of July 1887, 
and promulgated by the Supreme Government 
on the 29th day of December 1637, for rescinding 
and re-enacting with modificatians certain pro- 
visions contained in a Regulation made and 

ed by the said Court of Directors on the 12th of 
August 1829, for regulating the Trade of Foreign 
Nations with the Ports and Settlements of the British 
Nation in the East Indies, and whereas doubts have 
arisen as to the true intent and meaning of certain 
parts of auch Regulation and it fs oxpedient that such 
oe bespese be eevee sae rake of Directors, 
of t ompany, by virtue of the powers ed 
to them by the Act passed In the 37th year of the 


Preamble, 
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rwign of his late Majesty King George the third, en- 
titled an Act for regulating the Trade “ to be carried 
‘© on with the British Possessions in India by the 
‘¢ Ships of Nations in amity with His Majesty,”’ 
have rescinded the whole of the said Regulation and 
w Jien thereof have framed the following Regulation. 

Foreign Ships belonging to any State or Country in 
Europe or in America so long as such States or Coun- 
tries respectively remain in amity with Her Majesty 
may freely enter the British Sea Ports and Har- 
bors in the Ea-t Indies, whether they come directly 
from their own Country or from any other place, and 
shall be there hospitably received and shall have Ifperty 
to trade there in Imports and Exports conformably 
tothe Regulations established or to be established in 
auch Sea Ports, provided that it shall not be lawful 
for the said Ships to receive Goods on board at 
one British Port of India to he conveyed to another 
British Port of India on Freight) or otherwise, but 
nevertheless the original inward Cargoes of such Ships 
may bedixcharged at different British Ports, and the out- 
ward Carzoes of such Ships may be laden at different 
British Ports for their Foreign destinations And 
provided further, that it shall not be lawful for the said 
Ships in time of War between the British Government 
and any State or Power whatsoever, to export from 
the said British Territories without the special per- 
mission of the British Goverument any Military or 
Naval Stores, Saltpetre or Grain.

The many outrages and murders committed, in 
attacks on the followers of the Army of the Indus, by 
the plundering tribes in the neighbourhood of the 
Bolan Pass, at the instigation of their Chief, Meer 
Mehrab Khan of Kelat, at atime when he was pro- 
fessing friendship for the British Government, and 
negotiating a Treaty with its representatives, having 
compelled the Government to direct a Detachment 
of the Army to proceed to Kelat for the exaction 
of retribution from that Chieftain, and for the execu- 
tion of such arrangements as would establish future 
security in that quarter, a Force, under the orders of 
Major General Willshire, c. B. was employed on this 
service, and the Right Honourable the Governor Ge- 
neral of India having this day received that Officer's 
report of the successful accomplishment of the objects 
intrusted to him, has been pleased to direct that the 
following copy of his despatch dated 14th ultimo, be 
published for general information. 

The Right Honorable the Governor General is 
happy to avail himself of this opportunity to record 
his high admiration of the signal gallantry and spirit 
ofthe Troops engaged on this occasion, and offers, 
on the part of the Government, his best thanks to 
Major General Willshire and to the Officers and men 
who served under him.

To the Right Honorable Lorp AucKLAND, G. Cc. B,, 
Governor General of India, &c. &e. &e. 


My Lorp,—In obedience tothe joint instructions 
furnished me by His Excellency the Commander in 
Chief of the Army of the Indus, and Envoy and Mi- 
nister to His Majesty Shah Shooja, under date Cabool 
the 17th September 1839, deputing to me the duty of 
deposing Mehrab Khan of Kelat, in consequence of 
the avowed hostility of that Chieftothe British Nation 
during the present Campaign, I have the honor to 
report that on my arrival at Quetta on the 31st ultimo, 
I communicated with Captain Bean, the Political 
Agent in Shawl, and arranged with him the best means 
of giving effect to the orders I had received. 


In consequence of the want of public carriage and 
the limited quantity of Commissariat supplies at Quet- 
ta, as well as the reported want of forage on the route 
to Kelat, 1 was obliged to des- 
patch to Kutch Gundava, the 
whole of the Cavalry and the

During the march the communications received 
from Mehrab Khan were so far from acceding to the 
terms offered that he threatened resistance if the Troops 
approached his Capital, 1 therefore proceeded and 


arrived at the village of Giranee within eight miles of 
Kelat on the 12th instant. 


Marching from hence the following morning, a body 
of horse were perceived on the right of the road, 
which commenced firing on the advanced guard com- 
manded by Major Pennycuick, Her Majesty's 17th 
Regiment, as the column advanced, and the skirmish- 


ing between them continued until we came in sight of 
Kelat, rather less than a mile distant. 


I now discovered that three heights on the North. 
west face of the fort and parallel to the North, were 
covered with Infantry with 5 guns, in position, protect. 
ed by small parapet walls. 


Captain Peat, Chief Engineer, immediately recon. 
noitred, and having reported that nothing could be 
done until those heights were in our possession, I de. 
cided upon at once storming them simultaneously, and 
if practicable, entering the Fort with the fugitive, 
as the gate inthe Northern face was occasional] 
opened to keep up the communication between the 
Fort and the heights. 


To effect this object, I detached a Company from 
each of the European Regiments from the advanced 
guards with Major Pennycuick, H. M.’s 17th Re. 
giment, for the purpose of occupying the gar. 


dens and enclosures to the North-east of the 
Town, and two more Companies in the plain 
midway between them and the column, at the 


same time I ordered three Columns of attack to be 
formed, composed of four Companies from cach Corps 
under their respective Commanding Officers. Major 
Carruthers of the Queen’s, Lieutenant Colonel Croker, 
Hi. M.'s 17th Kegiment and Major Western, 31st 
Bengal N. I. the whole under the command of Bri- 
vadier Baumgardt, the remainder of the Regiment 
forming three Columns of Reserve under my own 
direction to move in support. 


A hill being allotted to each Colurtn. Brigadier 
Stevenson, Conimanding the Artillery, moved qnickh- 
ly forward in front towards the base of the heights, 
and when within the required range opeued fie 
upon the Infantry and guns, under cover of which 
the Columns moved steadily on and commenced 
the ascent, for the purpose of carrying the heights, 
exposed tothe fire of the Enemy’s guns, which hud 
commenced while the Columns of attack were forming. 


Before the Columns reached their respective sum- 
mit of the hills, the Enemy, overpowered by the supr- 
rior and well-directed fire of our Artillery, had aban- 
doned them, attempting to carry off their guna, but 
which they were unable to do; at this moment, it 
appearing to me the opportunity offered for the 
Troops to get in with the fugitives, and if possible gain 
possession of the gate of the Fortress, I despatched 
orders to the Queen’s Royal and Ti. M.'s 27th 
Regiment to make a rush from the heights for that 
purpose, following myself to the summit of the nearest 
to observe the result; at this moment the four Compua- 
nies on my left which had been detached to the 
gardens and plain, seeing the chance that offered of 
entering the Fort, moved rapidly forward from their 
respective points towards the gateway under a heavy 
and well-directed fire from the walls of the Fort and 
Citadel, which were thronged by the Enemy. 


The Gate having been closed before the Troops 
moving towards it could effect the desired object, and 
the Garrison strengthened by the Enemy driven from 
the heights, they were compelled to cover themselves 
as far as practicable behind some walls and ruined 
buildings to the right and left of it, while Brigadier 
Stevenson, having ascended the heights with the Artil- 
lery, opened two guns under the command of Lieut. 
Forster, Bombay Horse Artillery, upon the defences 
above the gate and its vicinity, while the fire of two 
others, commanded by Licut. Cowper, Shah's Artil- 
lery, was directed against the gmte itself; the re- 
maining two, with Lieutenant Creed, being sent 
ruund to the road on the left leading direct up to the 
gate, and when within (200) two hundred yards 
commenced fire for the purpose of completing ia 
blowing it open, and after a few rounds they succeeded 
in knocking in one half of it; on observing this I rode 
down the hill towards the gate, pointing to it, thereby 
announcing to the Troops it was open, they instantly 


[ 


rose from their cover and rushed in, those under the 
Command uf Major Pennycuick, being the nearest, were 
the firt to gain the gate headed by that officer, the 
whole of the Storming Columns from the three Regi- 
ments rapidly following and gaining an entrance as 
quickiy as it was possible to do 50, under a heavy fire 
from the works and from the interior, the Enemy mak- 
jng a most gallant and determined resistance, disputing 
every inch of ground up to the walls of the inner 
Citadel. 


At this time I directed the Reserve Column to be 
brought near the gate and detached one Company of 
the 17th Reet. under Capt. Darby to the western side 
of the Fort followed by a portion of the 31st Bengal Na- 
five Infantry commanded by Major Western, conducted 
by Capt. Outram, acting as my extra Aide-de-Camp, for 
the purpose of securing the heights under which the 
southern angle is situated, and intercepting any of the 
Garrison escaping from that side; having driven off 
the enemy from the heights above, the united detach- 
ments then descended to the gate of the Fort below 
and forced it open before the Garrison (who closed it 
as they saw the Troops approach) had time to se- 
cure it. 


When the party was detached by the western face 
I also sent two Companics from the Reserve of the 17th 
under Major Deshong, and two guns of the Shah's Ar- 
tillery under the Command of Lieut. Creed, Bombay 
Artillery, by the eastern to the southern face, for the 
purpose of blowing open the gate above alluded to, 
had it been necessary, as well as the gate of the inner 
Citadel ; the Infantry joining the other detachments 
making theit way through the town in the direction 
of the Citadel. 


After some delay the Troops that held possession 
of the town at length succecded in forcing an entrance 
into the Citadel, where a desperate resistance was made 
by Mearab Khan at the head of his people, he himself 
with many of his principal Chiefs being killed sword 
in hand; several others however kept up a fire upon 
our Troops from detached buildings difficult of access, 
and it was not until late iu the afternoon, those that sur- 
vived were induced to give themselves up on a promise 
of their lives being spared. 


From every account, I have reason to believe the 
Garrison consisted of upwards of two thousand fight- 
ing men, and that the son of Mearab Khan had been 
expected to join him from Nowsky with a further rein- 
forcement; the enclosed return will shew the strength of 
the Force under my Command, present at the Capture. 


The defences of the Fort, as in the case of Guznee, 
far exceeded in strength what I had been Jed to sup- 
pose from previous report, and the towering height of 
the inner Citadel was most formidable both in appear- 
ance and reality. 


I lament to say that the loss of killed and wounded 
on our side has been severe, as will be seen by the 
accompanying Return, that on the part of the ernemy 
must have been great, but the exact number I have 
not been able to ascertain ; several hundreds of priso- 
ners were taken, from whom, the Political Agent has 
selected those he considers it necessary for the present 
to retain in confinement, the remainder have been li- 
berated. 


It is quite impossible for me sufficiently to express 
my admiration of the gallant and steady conduct of 
the Officers and men upon this occasion, but the fact 
of less than an hour having elapsed from the formation 
of the Columns for the attack to the period of the 
Troops being within the Fort, and this performed tn 
the open day and in the face of an Enemy so very su- 
perior in numbers and so perfectly prepared for resia- 
tance, will Itrust convince your Lordship how de- 
serving the Officera and Troops are of my warmest 
thanks and of the highest praise that can be bestowed. 


To Brigadier Baumgardt, Commanding the Storming 
Column, my best thanks are due, and he reports that 
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Captain Willie, Acting Assistant Adjutant General, and 
Captain Gilland, his Aide de Camp, ably assisted him 
and zealously performed their duties ; also to Brigadier 
Stevenson, Commanding the Artillery, and Lieutenants 
Forster and Cowper, respectively in charge of the 
Bombay and Shah's Artillery, I feel greatly indebted 
for the steady and scientific manner in which the ser- 
vice of dislodging the enemy from the heights, and 
afterwards effecting an entrance into the Fort, was 
performed. The Brigadier has brought to his notice 
the assistance he received from Captain Coghlan, his 
Brigade Major, Lieutenant Woosman, his Aide-de- 
Camp, and Lieutenant Creed, when in Buttery yes- 
terday. 


To Lieutenant Colonel Croker, Commanding Her 
Majesty's 17th Regiment, Major Carruthers, Command- 
ing the Queen's Royals, Major Western, Commanding 
the Bengal 31st N. 1. I feel highly indebted for the 
manner in which they conducted their respective 
Columns, to the attack of the heights, and afterwards 
to the assault of the town, as well as to Major 
Pennycuick of the 17th, who led the Advance Guard 
Companies to the same point. 


To Captain Peat, Chief Engineer, and to the Offi- 
cers and Men of the Engineer Corps, my acknow- 
ledgcments are due—to Major Neil Campbell, Acting 
Quarter Master General of the Bombay Army, to 
Captain Hagart, Acting Deputy Adjutant General, 
and to Lieutenant Ramsay, Acting Assistant Quarter 
Master General, my best thanks are due for the able 
assistance afforded me by their services. 


It is with much pleasure I take this opportunity of 
acknowledging my obligations to Major Campbell, for 
relieving me from the necessity of returning by the 
route by which the Army advanced to Cabool, which 
beingentirely exhausted must havesubjectedthe Troops 
to great privations and the horses to absolute starva- 
tion; the Quarter Master General took upon himself 
the responsibility of leading my Column through the 
heart of the Ghiljee and Koroker countries, never 
hitherto traversed by Europeans, by which our route 
was considerably shortened, a sufficiency obtained, and 
great additions made to our geographical knowledge 
of the country, besides great political advantages 
obtained in peaceably settling those Districts. 


To my Aides-de-Camp, Captain Robinson, and 
Lieutenant Halket, as well as to Ca tain Outram, who 
volunteered his services on my Personal Staff, I re- 
cieved the utmost assistance, and to the latter Officer 
I feel greatly indebted for the zcal and ability with 
which he has performed various duties that I have 
required of him upon other occasions as well as the 
present. 


It is with much satisfaction I am able to state that 
the utmost cordiality has existed between the Politi- 
cal Authorities and myself, and the great assistance I 
have derived from Captain Bean in obtaining supplies. 


After allowing time to make the necessary arrange - 
ments for continuing my march, [ shall deecend into 
Kutch Gundava by the Moona Pass, having received 
a favorable report of the practicability of taking guns 
that way. 


I have deputed Captain Outram to take a dupli- 
cate of the despatch to the Hon'ble the Governor of 
Bombay, by the direct route from hence to Soomeanee 
Bunder, the practicability or otherwise of which for 
the passage of Troops, I consider it an object of im- 
portance to ascertain.

to give up su much of the site of the old building, or 
ofthe compound in which the same was standing, or of 
the uninelosed ground if any lying in front of the old 
building and between the same and the road, as shall 
be specified in the endorsement to be made on the 
certificate of the Collector of Land Revenue under 
this Act, but such endorsement shall be subject in all 
cases to the revision and final decision of the said 
Court of Petty Sessions, in the event of an Appeal 
thereto from the terms of the same, and the party so 
required shall be entitled to such compensation as is 
hereinafter provided, 

XII. And with the view of preventing fraudulent 
evasions a8 to the giving up of ground under the Jast 
section, it is hereby enacted, that every person re- 
building, repairing, altering orin any way strengthening 
the foundation or Jower part of any building within 
twenty-five feet of the edge of any public vad or 
street within the Islands aforesaid, and then within 
three years therefrom substantially rebuilding the 
remaining part of the said building upon the old 
foundation or lower part so rebuilt, repaired, altered 
or strengthened as aforesaid, shall be deemed to have 
rebuilt the entire building within the meaning of the 
last Section. 

XIV. Aud it is hereby enacted, that should any 
steps project into any public road, street, or other tho- 
roughfare in front of any house the space covered by 
such steps shall not be considered as part of the ground 
to be given up under this Act, but the ground to be 

iven up shall be measured from the exterior of the 
P ullding itself. 

XV. And itis hereby enacted, that the Court of 
Petty Sessions, with the sanction of the Governor of 
Bombay in Council, shall at all times have power 
and authority to require any ground within the Islands 
of Bombay or Colaba tobe given up for the purpose 
of widening or altering any existing public road, 
street, or other thoroughfare, or drain, or for making 
any new public road, street, or other thoroughfare, or 
drain. 


XVI. And it is further enacted, that wherever 
ground required to be given up under any of the pre 
ceeding Clauses, or any building thereon, shall be or be 
of the nature of private property, or when being 
ground of the Hon’ble Company any substantial im- 
provement shall have been made in the value thereof, 
tho Surveyor to the Court of Petty Sessions shall 
cause an estimate to be made of such private interest, 
or of any such improvement, and the amount of 
such estimate, if duly ssactioned by the Hon'ble

XAXVIIL And itis hereby enacted, that whenever 
the money produced by any sale to be made by the 
Surveyor to the Court of Petty Sessions under this 
Act shall be deficient to cover the expences of the ssid 
Surveyor, and the persons employed by him, then the 
said Court of Petty Sessions shall pay such deficiency 
to the said Surveyor out of the County Fund, and 
shall have power to levyand raise the same by distress 
and sale of the goods and chattel« of the offender in 
the sanie manner in all respecte as fines and penalties 
are levied by the said Court, 

XXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that in case any 
part of the land constituting the public streets, or roads, 
or other thoroughfares of the said Islands beyond the 
limits of the Town of Bombay, shall become useless and 
unnecessary for the purpose of a public highway, it 
shall be lawful for the Governor of Bombay in Coun- 
cil to direct the Collector of Land Revenue of Bombay 
to take possession thereof for the use of the Honorable 
Company, and the Collector of Land Revenue shall 
take possession thereof accordingly. 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that every Head 
Builder, Master Carpenter, Master Mason, or Labourer 
who shall in erecting, re-building or repairing, altering 
or adding to any building in Bombay or Colaba know- 
ingly offend against the provisions of this Act, shall be 

unishable on conviction before the said Court of 
Potty Sessions by fine not exceeding 500 Rupees. 

XXAXI. And it is hereby enacted, that the amount 
of all tines and penalties and costs in the nature of 
fines and penalty that may be incurred and payable 
under this Act shall be levied by warrant under the 
hands and seals of two or more of the Magistrates in 
Petty Sessions, and when received shall be added to 
and form part of the County Fund, and if on such dis- 
tress property belonging to such offenders sufficient to 
make good the penalty be not found, such offender 
shall be committed by the said Court to the house of 
correction, with or without hard labour at the discre- 
tion of the said Court, for any time not exceeding three 
mnths, unless the said penalty be sooner paid.

An Act for the Presidency of Hombay, amending 
the law concerning Prisoners sentenced to labor or 
golitude.

2 Section XLV Regulation XID of 1827, of the 
Bombay Code, that no Prisoner confined in any part 
of the Provinces under the Presidency of Rombay 
shal] be fureed to labor in any manner or be confined 
solitarily, unless snch labor or solitary confinement 
be expressly directed by the sentence of the Court 
under whose warrant he is confined; and no Prinoner 
shall be forced to Jabor or be confined solitarily 
otherwiae than according to his sentence. 

If And it is hercbv enacted, in modification of 
Clause 1, Section VJI Regulation AIV of 1829, of 
the Bombay Code, that wherever under the Laws in 
force under that Presidency a Prisoner may be sen- 
tenced to imprisonment with labor, it shall be lawful 
for the Court pronouncing such sentence to direct that 
solitary confinement be combined with the punishment 
of imprisonment with labor.

The many outrages and murders committed, im 
attacks on the followers of the Army of the Indus, by 
the plundering tubes in the naghbourhood of the 
Bolan Pass, at the instigation of thou Clirof, Meet 
Mchrab Khan of Kelat, ata time when he was pro- 
fessing frendslip for the British Government and 
negotiating a Treaty with its represcutatives, having 
compelled the Government to direct a Detachment 
of the Army to proceed to Kelat for the exaction 
of retribution from that Chieftain, and for the cxeeu- 
tion of such arrangements as would establish future 
security in that quarter, a Force, unde: the orders of 
Major General Willshire, c. &. was Cmployed on thus 
service, and the Right Houourable the Governor Ge- 
neral of India having this day received that Officer's 
report of the successful accomplishment of the objects 
intiusted to him, has been pleased to direct that the 
following copy of his despatch dated 14th ultimo, be 
published for general .uformation.

In const quence of the want of public catriage and 
the limited quantity of Commissariat supplies at Quet.

taking with me only the ‘Troops 
noted in the margin, leaving 
Quetta on the 3d instant.

During the march the communications received 
fom Mchrab Khan weieso far from acceding to the 
terms offered that he threatencd resistance if the Troops 
approached his Capital, 1 therefore prodeeded and 
arrived at the village of Girance within eight miles of 
Kelat ou the J2th istant. 


Marching from hence the following morning, a body 
of horse were perceived on the right of the 10. d, 
whieh commenced finng on the advanced gaard ecm- 
manded by Mayor Pennycenich, Her Miagesty's 17th 
Regiment, as the ecohimn advanced, and the skirmish 
me detween them cont nucd until we came mn sight of 
Kelat, rather less than a amie distant. 


Tnow discovered that three haght: on the North- 
wost face of the fort and parallel tu the North, were 
covcted with Tnfantiy with 5 guns, in position, protect- 
ed by small parapet walls. 


Captain Peat, Chief Engineer, immediately recon- 
noitred, and having reported that nothing could bo 
done until those heights were in our possession, L de- 
cided upon at once storming them simultaneously, and 
if practieable, entering the Fort with the fugitives, 
us the gate inthe Northern faee was occasionally 


opened to keep up the communication between the 
Port and the heights. 


To effect this object, 1 detached a Company from 
each of the Huropcan Regiments fiom the advanecd 
guards with Major Pennycuich, Her Majesty's 17th 
Regiment, for the purpose of occupying the gar- 
dens and enclosures to the North-cast of the 
Town, and two more Companies in ethe plain 
midway between them and the column, at the 
same time T ordered three Columns of attack to be 
formed, composed of four Companies from each Corps 
under their respective Commanding Officers. Major 
Carruthers of the Queen’s, Lieutenant Colonel Croker, 
Hier Majesty's t7th Regiment and Major Western, 31st 
Bengal NativeInfantry, the whole under the command 
of Brigadier Baumgardt, the remainder of the Regiment 
forming three Columns of Reserve uimler my own 
direction to move in support. 


A hill being allotted to each Column, Brigadier 
Stevenson, Commanding the Artillery, moved quick- 
ly forward in front towards the base of the heights, 
and when within the required range opened fire 
upon the Infantry and guns, under cover of which 
the Columns moved steadily on and commenced 
the ascent, for the purpose of carrying the heights, 
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ed tothe fire of the Ensmy® guus, which had 
pmmensed while the Columns of attack were forming. 


Before the Columns reached their respective sum- 
mit of the hills, the Enemy, overpowered by the supe- 
rior and well-directed fire of our Artillery, had aban- 
doned them, attempting to carry off *thcir guns, but 
which they were unable toedo; at this moment, it 
appearing to me the opportunity offered for the 
Troops to get in with the fugitives, and if possible gain 

oss asion of the gate of the Fortress, [ despatched 
orders to the Queen’s Royal and Her Majesty's 17th 
Regiment to make a rush from the heights for that 
purpose, following myself to the summit of the nearest 
tu observe the result; at this moment the four Compa- 
nies on my left which had been detached to the 
gardens and plain, seeing the chance that offercd of 
entering the Fort, moved rapidly forward from their 
respective points towards the gateway under a heavy 
and well-directed fire from the walls of the Fort and 
Citadel, which were thronged by the Enemy. 


The Gate having been closed before the Troops 
moving towards it could effect the desired object, and 
the Garrison strengthened by the Enemy driven from 
the heights, they were compelled to cover themselves 
as far as practicable behind some walls and ruined 
buildings to the right and left of it, while Brigadier 
Stevenson, having ascended the heights with the Artil- 
jlery, opened two guns under the command of Lieut. 
Forster, Bombay Horse Artillery, upon the defences 
above the gate and its vicinity, while the fire of two 
others, commanded by Licut. Cowper, Shal’'s Artil- 
lery, was directed against the gate itself; the re- 
mauaung two, with Lieutenant Creed, being sent 
round to the road on the left leading direct up to the 
gate, and when within (200) two hundred yards 
commenced fire for the purpose of completing in 
blowing it open, and after a few rounds they succeeded 
in knocking in one half of it; on observing this I rode 
down the bill towards the gate, pointing to it, thereby 
announeing to the Troops it was open, they instantly 
rose from their cover and rushed in, those under the 
Command of Major Pennycuick, being the nenrest, were 
the first to gain the gate headed by that officer, the 
whole of the Storming Columns from the three Regi- 
mente rapidly following and gaining an entrance as 
quichly a» it was possible to do so, under a heavy fire 
from the works and from the interior, the Enemy mak- 
ing a wost gallant and determined resistance, disputing 


every inch of ground up to the walls of tho imuer 
Citadel. 


At this time I directed the Reserve Columns to be 
bronght near the gate and detached one Company of 
the 17th Regt. under Capt. Darby to the western side 
of the Fort followed by a portion of the 31st Bengal Na- 
tive Infantry commanded by Major Western, conducted 
by Capt. Outram, acting as my extra Aide-de-Camp, for 
the purpose of securing the heights under which the 
southern angle is situated, and intercepting any of the 
Garrison escaping from that side; having driven off 
the enemy from the heights above, the united detach- 
ments then descendcd to the gate of the Fort below 
and forcefjt open before the Garrison (who closed it 


as they the Troops approach) had time to se- 
cure it. 





When the party was detached by the western face 
T also sent two Companies from the Reserve of the 17th 
under Major Deshong. and two guns of the Shali's Ar- 
tillery under the Command of Lieut. Creed, Bombay 
Artillery, by the eastern to the southern face, for the 
purpose of blewing open the gate abnve alluded to, 
had it been necessary, as well as the gate of the inner 
Citadel; the Infantry joining the other detachments 
making their way through the town in the direction 
of the Citadel. 


After some delay the Troops that beld possession 
of the town at length succeeded in forcing an entrance 
into the Citadel, where a desperate resistance was made 
by Mehrab Khan at the head of his people, he himself 


a ma a a ET Li A Ra 
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with many of his principal Chiefs being killed sword 
in hand; several others however kept up a fire upon 
our Troops from detached buildings difficult of access, 
and it was not until late in the afternoon, those that sur- 
vived were induced to give themselves up on a promise 
of their lives being spared. 


From every account, L have reason to bilieve the 
Garrison consisted of upwards of two thousaud fizht- 
ing men, and that the son of Mebrab Khan had been 
expected to join him fiom Nowskey witha further rein- 
forcement; the enclosed return will shew the strength of 
the Foree under my Command, present at the Capture. 


The defenecs of the Fut, as in the case of Ghuznee, 
far exceeded in atrength what 1 had been led to sup- 
pose from previous report, and the towering height of 
the inner Citadel was most formidable both tn appear- 
ance and reality. 


I lament to say that the loss of killed and wounded 
on our side has been severe, as will be seen bv the 
accompanying Return, that on the part of the enemy 
must have been great, but the exact number | have 
not been able to ascertain ; several hundreds of priso- 
ners were taken, from who, the Political Agent has 
selected those he considers it necessary for the present 
to retain in confinement, the remainder have bceu li- 
berated. 


It is quite impossible for me sufficiently to expres 
my admiration of the gallant and steady conduct of 
the Officers and men upon this occasion, but the fact 
of lees than an hour having clapsed from the formation 
of the Columns for the attack to the period of the 
Troops being within the Fort, and this performed in 
the open day and in the face of an Enemy so very 8u- 
perior in numbers and so peitectly prepared for resis- 
tance, will Itrust convince your Lordship how de- 
serving the Officers and Troops are of my warmest 
thanks aud of the highest praise that can be bestowed. 


To Brigadier Baumgardt, Commanding the Storming 
Columns, my best thanks are duc. and he reports that 
Captain Willie, Acting Assistant Adjutant General, and 
Captain Gilland, his Aide de Camp, ably a-ateted him 
and zealously performed their duties; alsa to Beigadier 
Stevenson, Commanding the Artillery, and Lieutenants 
Vorster aud Cowper, respectively in charge of the 
Bombay and Shah's. Artillery, I feel greatly indebted 
for the steady and soientitic manner in which the ser- 
vice of dislodging the Enemy from the heights, and 
afterwards effecting an entrance into the Fort, was 
performed. The Brigadier has brought to my notice 
the asai-stance he received from Captain Caghlan, his 
Brigade Major, Lieutenant Woosman, his Aide-de- 
Camp, and Lieutenant Creed, when in Battery yes- 
terday. 


To Lieutenant Colonel Croker, Commanding Her 
Majesty's 17th Regiment, Major Carruthers, Cominand- 
ing the Queen's Royal, Major Western, Commandmg 
the Bengal Slat Native Infantry, I fect highly indebted 
for the manner in which they conducted their respective 
Columns, to the attach of the heights, and afterwards 
to the assault of the town, as well as to Major 
Pennycuick of the 17th, who led the Advance Guard 
Companies to the same pot. 


To Captain Peat, Chief Enzineer, and to the Of- 
cers and Men of the Engineer Corps, my ackoow- 
ledgements are due~—to Major Neil Campbell, Acting 
Quarter Master General of the Bombay Army, to 
Captain Hagart, Acting Deputy Adjutant General, 
and to Lieutenant Ramsay, Acting Acsistunt Quarter 
Master General, ny best thanks are due fur the able 
assistance afforded me by their services. 


It is with much pleasure I. take this opportunity of 
acknowledging my obligations to Major Campbell, for 
relieving me from the necessity of returning by the 
route by which the Army advanced to Caboo!, which 
beingentirely exhausted must havesubjectedthe Troops 
to great privations and the horses to absolute starva- 
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tion; the Quarter Master General took upon himeelf 
the responsibility of leading my Column through the 
heart of the Ghiljee and Koroker countries, never 
hitherto traversed by Europeans, by which our route 
was ednsidcrably shortened, a sufficiency obtained, and 
great additions made to our geographical knowledge 
of the country, besides great political advantages 
obtained iu peaceably settling those Districts. 


To my Aides-de-Camp, Captain Robinson, and 
Lieutenant Llalkett, as well as to Captain Outram, who 
voluntecred his services on my Personal Staff, I re- 
ceived the utmost assistance, and to the latter Officer 
1 fecl greatly indebted for the zeal and ability with 
which he ha» pecformed various duties that I have 
required of him upou other occasions as well as the 
present. 


It is with much satisfaction Iam able to state that 
the utmost cordiality has existed between the Politi- 
cal Authorities and myself, aud the great assistance ] 
have derived from Captain Bean ia obtaining supplies,
